Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

A study  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1964,  which 
are  contained  in  the  body  of  the  report,  shows  that  the  general 
health  of  the  area  was  good.  The  deaths  and  death  rate  fell 
while  the  birth  rate  was  nearly  enough  maintained  and,  in 
keeping  with  the  usual  relationship,  was  higlier  than  for  the 
country  as  a whole.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of 
population  showed  an  increase  of  140  residents.  The  fall  in 
deaths  was  particularly  pleasing  in  respect  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age — the  figure  of  16.3  in  respect  of  infantile  mor- 
tality is  perhaps  the  lowest  so  far  recorded  for  the  district. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  low.  The  only 
point  of  note  was  in  respect  of  increased  notifications  of  tuber- 
culosis and  two  deaths  from  the  respiratory  form  of  the 
disease.  However,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  would  appear 
to  be  falling  if  judged  by  the  lessening  figure  of  the  mantoux 
positive  rate  which  has  declined  from  a figure  of  40%  in  1955 
to  11.5%  in  1964. 

The  text  in  the  first  part  of  this  report  is  sparse  but  it  is 
hoped  that  enough  has  been  given  to  interpret  the  significance 
of  the  statistical  tables.  The  report  has  in  fact  been  much 
held  up  by  the  long  period  of  ill-health  of  your  Medical  Offi- 
cer, Dr.  J.  N.  Dobson.  It  is  fitting  here  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
courage  and  steadfastness  that  he  devoted  to  his  duties  until 
his  final  illness  in  1966. 

I am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Buttery  for  his  help  in 
preparing  this  report.

death  rate  and  the  lowest  infantile  death  rate  recorded  for 
some  years  (see  also  Table  4).

The  figures  and  rates  generally  for  the  year  1964  are 
satisfactory.  The  lower  number  of  total  deaths  and  the  small 
fall  in  births  is  partly  reflected  in  the  Registrar  General’s  es- 
timate of  a population  (increase  of  140  over  the  year  1963). 

Among  causes  of  deaths  only  two  were  attributed  to  noti- 
fiable disease,  the  two  cases  being  tuberculosis  of  the  respira- 
tory system.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  (see  also  Table 
9). 

Infant  mortality  rates  are  given  in  Table  4 and  the  causes 
of  death  in  infants  in  Table  5.

The  number  of  infant  deaths  fell  by  7 on  the  previous 
year  giving  a very  pleasing  low  infantile  mortality  rate  of  16.3 
(compared  to  20.0  for  England  and  Wales).  The  number  of 
stillbirths  also  fell.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  dropped  to  a 
satisfactory  figure  of  19.1. 

The  causes  of  death  in  infants  were  mainly  congenital  de- 
fects and  prematurity.

There  was  a general  fall  in  deaths  from  cancer  but  an  in- 
crease in  cancer  of  the  lung  and  of  the  breast  and  uterus.  The 
death  rates  from  this  cause  are  given  in  Table  7 which  also 
shows  that  the  local  rate  is  approximately  that  of  the  Country 
as  a whole.

Water  Supplies 

Other  than  the  chlorination  of  the  Cogra  Source,  plans 
for  which  are  now  in  hand,  the  public  water  supplies  of  the 
Rural  District  are  now  reaping  the  advantage  from,  the  chlor- 
ination of  all  other  sources.  It  is  notev/orthy  that  the  only 
two  really  unsatisfactory  samples  in  the  year  were  of  water 
from  Co  era. 

Improvements  undertaken  by  the  South  Cumberland 
Water  Board  were  the  renewal  of  worn  out  mains  in  Cleator, 
St.  Bees  and  Lamplugh,  and  the  installation  of  a new  main 
from  Sandwith  to  connect  St.  Bees  to  the  Sandwith  reservoir 
supplied  by  Ennerdale  Lake.  This  now  offloads  St.  Bees  from 
the  Wormgill  supply. 

The  Water  Board  is  faced  with  continually  rising  de- 
mand arising  in  part  from  greater  industrial  usage,  in  part 
from  replacement  of  houses  in  clearance  areas  and  increased 
housing  provision  generally.  The  scheme  for  increasing  sup- 
plies from  Ennerdale  Lake  by  raising  its  level  is  being  actively 
pursued.

Notifications  of  tuberculosis  increased  by  six  on  the  pre- 
vious year  — four  additional  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  two  on  non-respiratory  disease.

Protection  against  tuberculosis  by  B.C.G.  vaccination 
continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  in 
school  children  and  by  the  Hospital  Service  in  contacts.  The 
greater  numbers  tested  and  protected  this  year  results  from 
two  year  groups  instead  of  one  being  undertaken  in  order  to 
lower  the  age  at  which  the  procedure  is  carried  out,  the  age 
now  being  13  4-  years  instead  of  14  + . Table  13  gives  a sum- 
mary of  the  work  done  since  1955  and  shows  a gradually  re- 
ducing figure  of  children  found  to  be  mantoux  positive  on  test- 
ing (40%  in  1955  to  1,1.5%  in  1964).  This  indicates  that  less 
and  less  children  are  being  exposed  to  active  cases  in  each 
succeeding  year.

H.  Clearance  Areas 

Rehousing  from  the  ten  confirmed  Clearance  Areas  was 
completed  with  the  exception  of  persons  requiring  aged  per- 
sons’ bungalows  yet  to  be  erected.  Six  of  the  areas,  together 
with  one  hundred  and  twelve  prefabricated  bungalows,  have 
been  cleared. 

Official  representations  were  made  by  the  Medical  Offi- 
cer of  Health  in  respect  of  one  hundred  and  seven  houses  in 
three  clearance  areas,  two  of  which  are  to  be  dealt  with  by 
compulsory  purchase. 
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I.  House  Letting 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  nine  houses  were  let  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Council’s  “Points  Scheme”.  201  to  tenants  and 
98  to  sub-tenants.  37  houses  were  allocated  to  applicants 
nominated  by  the  Council.  42  families  residing  in  Council 
houses  were  transferred  into  houses  more  suitable  to  their 
needs.  One  house  was  let  to  an  agricultural  worker. 

J.  Improvement  Grants 

The  new  upper  limit  of  £350  per  house  is  particularly  wel- 
comed as  in  many  houses  in  the  area  the  only  method  of  se- 
curing the  provision  of  bathrooms  has  been  alterations  to  out- 
buildings or  an  extension.  This  makes  standard  grants  more 
attractive  to  the  owners  of  this  type  of  property,  the  life  and 
condition  of  which  does  not  measure  up  to  that  required  for  a 
discretionary  grant.

The  administrative  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  effect 
on  the  1st  May  and  most  of  the  main  provisions  on  the  1st 
August. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  six  premises  had  been  registered 
at  the  end  of  the  year  of  which  ninety  six  are  shops,  fifty  in- 
spections of  premises  have  been  made.  So  far  no  applica- 
tions for  exemption  from  any  requirements  have  been  re- 
ceived. 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises: 

Four  inspections  were  made  to  two  houses.  The  method 
of  dealing  with  verminous  premises  by  supplying  insecticides, 
instructing  occupiers  in  their  use  and  in  general  principles  of 
hygiene,  continues.
